Let 
us endeavor to keep our childeren as comfortable at school as we do 
them and ourselves at our homes. 

Our school houses should be pleasatit and attractive! Our fathers 
builded as well as they were able, and gave us as good an education as 
lay in their power. Let us do the same by our children.- Many of our 
people are deeply interested in this matter, and I trust the time is not 
distant when that interest shall become general. [ deplore the prac- 
tice of some teachers in giving young scholars too hard lessons, where- 
by they are not only obliged to work hard in the school room, but a 
good part of the evening must given to study. Children need recrea- 
tion and rest and if they are deprived of them, the ches will surely 
follow the cause.
